| ALTERATION OF THE LOTTERY | 
| SCHEME. * 
I NEVER heard an opinion 

given in favour of State-Latteries, 

but many advanced againſt them. 
On the other hand, I never heard 
any perſon aſſert, that the ſum the 
Lottery annually produces in aid of the 
exigences of the State, exacled under 


the denomination of a tax, would be paid 


into the hands of our Tax-Collelors with 
as much cheerfulneſs and indifference as the

f our Lottery. Mice Keepers. Notwith- 
ſtanding which, many people cen- 
ſure His Majeſty's Miniſters, with 
great acrimony, for tolerating State- 
Lotteries, Why? If people will dab- 

ble in the wheel, whoſe circum- 
ſtances whiſper, © we cannot afford 
itz” or, if others, in good circum- 
ſtances, ſpeculate beyond the bounds 
of common reaſon ; or, if thoſe that 
have the good fortune to get a ſum 
of money by the Lottery, make an 
improper uſe of it; ſuch, literally 
| ſpeaking, are undoubtedly to blame 
themſelves, However, the firſt, and 
greateſt, of theſe three evil ſources, 
in my opinion, may in a great mea- 
ſure 


ſure be checked, if not altogether... 
Therefore, to diſcourage the lower 
orders of ſociety from meddling with 

 State-Lotteries, I reſpectfully recom- 


mend an alteration in the LoTTERY 


Schguz, by a total excluſion of fall 


prizes, Accordingly, I ſubmit the 


following ſchemes to the conſider- 


ation of thoſe more converſant in 


ſimilar matters than myſelf, In the 


interim, they will ſerve to elucidate 


my meaning, and may prove uſeful, 


as a Criterion, to draw out other 


Lottery ſchemes by.

True: but, it muſt be acknowledged, 
tis the capitalneſs of the prizes that 


ſtimulates the Great to adventure 


largely. And for whom are State 
Lotteries better calculated, than an 

that have money to ſport with? 
Io ſuch as aim at capital prizes in 
adventuring, the foregoing ſchemes 
are, doubtleſs, far more eligible than 
any of paſt Lotteries. In the preſent 
_ Britiſh Lottery, for inſtance, there are 


forty-four prizes, from five, hundred.

And the withdrawing of the ſmaller 
prizes would make no difference, 
whatſoever, to the monied or Gen- 
tlemen of property; but it would 
make a moſt material alteration to

\ nity, The former adventure in 
hopes of getting a capital prize; 
the latter, foſter not only a fimilar 
hope, but moreover that of being,

As twenty-five thouſand tickets 
is only haf the number that each 
of our Lotteries uſually conſiſt of, I 
recommend, therefore, two annual 
Lotteries in place of one. And the 
_ hitherto calculated profits accruing - 
from one Lottery annually, (namely,

might be appropriated towards the

or to ſuch purpoſes as parliament 
in its wiſdom might think proper. 
And, although the reduction of 
the number of tickets to twenty- 
five thouſand would diminiſh the 
| ſpace of time generally taken up in 
drawing of the Lottery, from five or 

fix to two or three weeks, a greater 
proportion of tickets ſhould be 
drawn per day, than is commonly 


drawn. In this opinion, I flatter 


myſelf, the majority of my Readers 

will coincide with me; nay more, 

I cheriſh the agreeable hope, that 
the ſame will not be deemed un- 
worthy the attention of the Ho- 
nourable Commiſſioners appointed 
to ſuperintend the drawing of the 


Lottery, or prove, in the leaſt, inimi- 
cal to their ſuperior ideas. Tis 
during the drawing of the Lottery 
that ſpeculation, gambling, and ille- 
gal inſurances are at their meridian, 
or carried to the greateſt extent. 
Tis during the drawing of the Lot 
tery that Guildhall exhibits a moſt 
lamentable ſcene of folly, idleneſs, 
and depravity, amongſt the lower

A MANIFEST ſaving could be 
macs to the Nation, alſo, by dif- 


charging, in future, the prizes. with 3 


 feock, inſtead of ſterling money. For 
example, the proprietor, or proprie- 
tors, of the twenty thouſand pounds 
prize, ſhould become entitled, not to 
twenty thouſand pounds ſterling, but 
to twenty thouſand pounds three per 


cent. conſols. The transfer of ſtock 
ſhould

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ſhould be made on the day the 


prizes become payable, and trans- 


ferrable . only to the Party holding 


and producing vouchers, for the 
whole or part of a ſucceſsful ticket. 


Theſe, as is already cuſtomary, 


ſhould be ordered to make their 
reſpective claims on or prior the 


day appointed for the payment of 
the prizes. All prizes unclaimed 
ſubſequent ſuch period, ſhould re- 
vert to the State, and intimation to 


that effect be inſerted in the gazette. 


The Lottery-office Keeper ſhould be 


allowed the ſame commiſſion for

dual), as is cuſtomarily allowed to 
Brokers for transferring ſtock from 
one party to another; and the 
Holder of a prize muſt account with

Thus, the Nation add have the | 
loan of a conſiderable ſum, at the 
moderate intereſt of three per cent.; 
and ſave, too, a conſiderable ſum, at 
all times, by the difference between 
the nominal value of one hundred 
pounds three per cent. conſols, and 
the intrinſic worth of one hundred 
pounds currency. In ſhort, had 
the before · mentioned funded ſyſtem 
been adopted in diſcharging the 
prizes of the laſt Lottery, the ſaving:
